mountaips. The cedar sometimes called the yellow cedar, aud sometimes 
the fragr.^ni ced^r, .vfas long ago imported into China as an ornamental 
wood and it now furnishes the majeshc beams o!nd pillars with which tho 
richer and more ambitious native chief delights to construct his rude but 
spacious hall or palatial resideuco, and upon which he carves in rude symbol- 
ical imagery the heraldry of his tribe and acliicvenients of his nation. No 
beam or pillar or spar or mast or plank is ever required in either the land or 
tho naval architecture of any civilized state greater in length and width 
than the trees which can bo hewn down on the coasts of the islands and 
rivers here, and conveyed directly thence by navigation. A few gardens, 
fields and meadows have been attempted by natives in some of tlie set- 
tlements, and by soldiers at the military posts with most encouraging results. 
Nor must we forget that the native grasses ripening late in a liuniid climate 
preserve their nutritive properties though exposed, while the climate is so 
mild that cattle and horses require but slight provision of shelter during 
searching out whatever ,tho wiater. 

' ' '- Such is the island and coast portion of Eastern Alaska. Kla-kautch, 

the Chilcat, who is known and feared by the Indians throughout tho whole 
Territory and who is a very intelligent cliief, inlbriiis me that beyond the 
mountain range which intervenes between the Chilcat and the Yukon Rivers 
you descend into a plain unbroken by liills or mountains, very fertile,i n a 
genial climate, a,nd, as far as he could learn, of boundless extent, We have 
similar information from those who have traversed tho interior from the shore 
of the Portland Canal to the upper branches of the Yukon. Wo have roa- 
soh, therefore, to belicvo that beyond tho coast range of mountains in Alas- 
ka we shall find an extension of the rich and habitable valley lauds of Ore- 
gon, Washington Territory and British Columbia. 

After what I have already said I may excuse myself from expatiating on 
the animal productions of the forest. The elk and the deer are so plenty as 
to bo undervalued for food or skins by natives as well as strangers. The 
bear of many families, black, griii/dy and cinnamon, the mountain sheep, 
inestimable tor his fleece, the wolf, the fox, the beaver, the otter, the mink, 
tiie raccoou, tho marten, the ermine, the squirrel, grey . black, brown and Hy- 
ing, are among the land fur-licaring animals. Tho furs thus found here have 
been the chief element for moro tiian a hundred years, of the proiitaljle com- 
merce of the Hudson's Bay Company, whose mere possessory privileges seem 
even at this late day too costly to find a ready purchaser. Tliis fur trade, 
tOf»ether with the sea fur trade within tho Territory, were tlie sole basis aliKC 
of°Russian commerce and empire on this continent. This commerce was so 
large and important as to induce the governments of Russia and China to 
build and maintain a town for carrying on its exchanges in Tartary on the 
border of the two empii"e8. It is well understood that the supply of furs in

Alaska has not diminished while the demand for them in China and elso- 
wUere has immensely increased. • • 

I fear that We must confess to a failure of ice as an element of territo- 
rial wealth, at least as fan as this immediate region is concerned. 1 lind that 
the Rmssian American Company, whose monopoly was abolished by the 
Treaty of Acquisition, depended for ice exclusively upon the small lake or 
natural pond which furnishes the power for your saw mill in this town, and 
that this dependence has now failed by reason of the increasing mildness ot 
the winter. The California Ice Company are now trying the small lakes of 
Kodiac, and certainly I wish them success. I think it is not yet^ ascertained 
whether glacier ice is pure and practical for commerce. If it is, the world 
may be supplied from the glaciers which, suspended from tho region of the 
clouds, stand forth, in tho majesty of ever wasting and ever renewed trans- 
lucent mountains upon the banks of the Stickeen and Chilcat Rivers, and 
tho shores of Cross Sound. 

Alaska has been as yet but imperfectly explored. But enough is known 
to assure us that it possesses treasures of what ore called the baser ores, 
equal to those of any other region of the continent. Wo have Copper Island 
and Copper River, so named as the places where the natives, before tho 
jjcriod of the Russian discovery, had procured the pure metal from which 
they fabricated instruments of war and legendary shields. In regard to 
iron, the question seems to be not where it can be found but whether th tc is 
any place where it docs not exist. Mr. Davidson, of the (Jonst Survey, 
invited me to go up to him at tho station he had taken up the Ciiileat River, 
to make his observations of tho eclipse, by writing me that he had discov- 
ered an iron mountain there. When I came there, 1 tbund that, very ])roperly 
he had been studying the heavens so busily that ho had Inn cursorily exam- 
ined the earth under his feet ; that it was not a single iron mountain he had 
discovered, but a range of hills, the very dust of which adheres to the mag- 
net, while the range itself, 2000 feet high, extends along tho east bank of 
tie river thirty miles. Limestone aud marble crop out on the banks ol the 
same river and in many other places. . Coal beds, accessible to navigation, 
are found at Kdotznoo. It is said, however, that the concentrated resin 
which the mineral contains, rcnders'it too iuflainmaljle to bo safely used by 
steamers. In any case it would seem calenlated to supply the fuel reipiisite 
for the manufacture of iron. What seems to be exceileni cannel coal is also 
found in the Prince of Wales Archipelago. There arc also mines at Cook's 
Inlet. Placer and quartz gold mining is pursued under many social disad- 
antages upon the Stickeen aud elsewhere, with a degree of success which, 
whilcit does pot warrant us in assigning a superiority in that respect to the 
Territory, does nevertheless warrant us in regai-ding gold minipg as an 
established and reliable resource. 

It would argue inexcusable insensibility if 1 should fail to speak of the 
scenery Which, in the course of my voyage, has seemed to pass like a varied 
and magnificent panorama before me. The exhibition did not, indeed, open 
within the Territory. It broke upon mo lirst when I iiad jiassed CajjC 
Flattery and .entered tho Straits of Fuca, which sei)arate British Columbia 
from Washington Territory. It widened as I passctl along tiie shore of 
Paget Sound, expanded in the waters which divide Vancouver from the con- 
tinent, and finally spread itself out into a magnificent Archipelago, stretch- 
ing through Uie entire Gulf of Alaska and closing under tiie shade of Mounts, 
Fairweatner and St. Eliag. Nature has furnished to this majestic picture 
the only suitable border which could be conceived by lifting tho coast range 
mountains to an exalted height and clothing them with eternal snows and 
crystalline glaciers. 

It remains only to speak of man and of society in Alaska. Until the pres 
ent moment tho country has been exclusively inhabited and occupied by some 
thirty or more Indiaa tribes. 1 incline to doubt the popular cla.ssilication of 
these tribes upon tho assumption that they have descended from diverse races. 
Climate and other circumstances have indeed produced some differences of 
manners and customs between tho Aleuts, the Koloschians, and tlie interior 
continental trioes. But all of them are manifestly of Mongol origin. Al- 
though they have prpsorved no common traditions, all alike indulge in tastes, 
wear a physiognomy, and are imbued with sentiments peculiarly noticed in 
Japan and China. Savage communities, no less than civilised nations, re- 
quire space for subsistence, whether they depend for it ujion the land or upon 
the sea. In savage communities especially, an incrca.so of population dispro- 
portioned to the supplies of tho country occupied necessitates subdivision and 
remote colonization. Oppression and cruelty occur even more frequently 
among barbarians than. among civilized men. Nor are ambition and faction 
less inherent in the one condition than in the other. Erom, these causes it 
has happened that tho 25,00«. Indiftns in Alaska are found permanently divi 
ded into so many insignificant nations. These nations, jealous, ambitious and 
violent, c'oiil'tf id rid 'c^S(5''dxi6t long in the same region without mutually af- 
fording what, in every case, to each party seems just cause of war. War be- 
tween savages becomes the private cause of tho several families which arc af- 
flicted with tho loss of their members. Such a war can ucvor be composed 
until each family which has suffered receives an indemnity in Vdankets, adjust- 
ed according to an imaginary tariff, or in the failure of such compcmsatioti 
secures tho death of one or more enemies us an atonomeut for the injury it 
has sustained. Tho enemy captqrcd, whether by superior force or strategy, 
cither rocoivos no quarto^- submits for himself and liis progeny to perpetual 
slavery. It l^aa thus happened that tho Indian tribes of Alaska haves never 
oitl^o^; QOihfe^ert^ted or formed permanent alliancOB. andi that et«^at this;^lat(^

ernment they live in regard to each other in. a state of enforced and doubtful 
truce. It is manifest that under these cii'cumstances they must steadily de*T > 
cline in ni{mb6i*S drid' unhappily this decline is accelerated by their borrow- 
ing ruinous vices from the white "matiL i Spch as the natives of Alaska.pre 
they are nevertheless, in a practical' seh'se' the only laborers at present in tho 
Territory. Tho white man comes amongst them from London, from St Peters- 
burg, from Boston, from New York, from San Francisco, and from Victoria, 
not to hsh ( if we except alone the whalo-fisliery ) or to hunt, but simply to 
buy what fish and what peltries, ice, wood, lumber and coal the Indians have 
secured under the superintendence of temporary agents or factors. When we 
consider how greatly most of the tribes are reduced in numbers, and how pre- 
carious their vocations are, we shall cease to regard them as indolent or inca- 
pable, and on the contrary we shall more deeply regret than ever before, that 
a people so gifted by batitre, so vigorous and 'energetic, and withal so docile 
and gentle in their intercourse with the white man, can neither be preserved 
as a distinct social community nor incorporated into our society. Tlie In- 
dian tribes will do here as they seem tO' have done in Washington Territory 
and British Columbia. They will merely servo the turn until civilized white 
men come. 

You, tho citizens of Sitka, are the jiionecrs, the advanced guai'd of tho fu- 
ture population of Alaska, and you naturally ask when, from whence, and 
how soon reinforcements shall come, and' what are t,he signs and guarantees 
of their coming? This question, with all its minute and searching interroga- 
tions, has been asked by the pioneers of every State and Territory of which 
tho American Union is now composed, and the history of those States and 
Territories furnishes the complete, conclusive and satisfactory answer. Em- 
igrants uo to every infant state and Territory in obedience tu tlic great 
natural law that obliges needy men to seek subsistence, and invites adventu- 
rous men to seek fortune, whore it is most easily obtained, and tliis is always 
in the new and uncultivated regions. They go from every State and Terri- 
tory, and from every foreign nation in America, Burope.and A,sia, because no 
established and populous state or nation can guarantee subsistence and for- 
tune to all who deraand them among its inhabitants. 

The guarantees and signs of their coming to Alaska are found in the re- 
sources of the Territory, which I have attempted to describe, and in tho con- 
dition of society in other 'jiarts of tho world. Some men seek other climes 
for health and some for pleasure. Alaska invites the former elass by a cli- 
mate singularly salubrious and the latter class by scenery which sur[)asses in 
sublimity that of cither tlie Alps, tho Apponines, the Alleirhanios or the Rocky 
Mountains. Emigriints from our own States, from Europe and from xVsia 
wid not be slow in finding out that fortunes arc to l)c gained' by pursuing 
here the occupations which have so successfully sustained races of untutored 
men. Civilization and refinement are making more rapid advances in our 
day than at any former period. The rising States anol nations on this Con- 
tinent, tho European nations, and even those of Eastern Asia have exhausted 
or are exhaustiug their own forests and mines and are soon to become largely 
dependent upon iho.se of the Pacific. The entire region of Oregon, Washing- 
ton Territory, British Columbia and Alaska, seem thus destined tu become a 
shipyard for the supply of all nations. I do not forget ou this occasion that 
British Columbia belongs within a foreign jurisdiction. That circumstance . 
does not materially affect my calculations. British Columbia, by whomso- 
ever possessed, must be governed in conformity with the interests of h,er,peo-, 
pie and of society upon the American continent. If that territory shall be so 
governed there will beno ground of complaint anywhere. If it shall be gov- 
erned so as to conflict with the interests of tho inhabitants of that territory 
and of the United'States, we all can easily foresee what will happen in that 
case. You will ask me, however, for guarantees that the hopes 1 encourage 
will not be postponed. I give them. 

Within the period of my own recollection, I have seen twenty new States 
added to the eighteen which before that time constituted tiie American 
Union, and I now see besides Alaska, ten territories in a forward condition 
of preparation for entering into the same great political family. I have seen 
in my own timb not only the first electric telegraph, but even tho first rail- 
road and the first steamboat invented by man. And even on this present 
vo)ago of mine I have fallen in with the hrst stoiiniboat, still afloat, that 
thirty-live years ago, lighted her hrcs on the Pacilic Ocean. These, Citizens 
of Sitka, are tho guarantees, not only that Alaska has a future, but that that 
future has already begun. I know that you want two things just now, when 
Euroi)ean monopoly is broken down and United States free trade is being 
inli'oduccd within the territory. These are, military protection wiiile your 
number is so inferior to that of the Indians around you, and you need also a 
territorial civil government. Congress has already supplied the fu st of these 
wants adequately and efTectually. I doubt not that it will"Kup]ily tho other 
want during the coming winter. It must do this because our poliiieal system 
rejects alike anarchy and E.xccutive absolutism. Nor do 1 doubt ihat tho 
political society to be constituted here, first as a Territory, and ultimately 
as a State or many States, will prove a worthy constitucnev of the Rejinhlic. 
To doubt that it will ho intelligent, virtuous, prosperous and enterpi ising is 
to doubt the experience of Scotland, Denniark, Sweden, and llcjlhuuliuul Bel- 
gium, and of New England and New York. Nor do 1 doubt that it will bo 
forever true in its republican instincts and loyal to the American L'liion, for 
the inhabitants will be both mountaineers and seafaring men. 1 am not 
among tl^ose who apprehend infidelity to liberty and the Union in any quar- 
ter hereafter, but I am 'sura that if constancy and loj'alty are to fail any^vhere, 
the failure will not bo in the States which approach nearest to the North 
Pole. 

Fellow-Citizens, accept once more my thanks, from the heart oi my heart, 
for kindnesses which can never be forgotten, aud sull'cr mc to leave you with 
a sincere and earnesji farewell. ' ,

Local mis> 
goverament — [over govornmcnt — Im- 
perial neglect and ooid selfishness, may 
have more or less crushed that spirit of 
hardy self-relianoe and indomitable 
enterprise for which the Pacific colo- 
nists were at one time remarkabio, un- 
doubtedly has sererely tried that spirit 
of loyal attachment to their Queen and 
to British Institutions by wbicb thoy 
oro still eboructeiisud ; but of Uns wi: 
Icel assured, iliat tiioy have only to bi 
convinced that Governor Musgravo 
comes to them witii a willing beuri and 
a Strong hand, prepared to ndniinistor 
the affairs of tho Colony in accordance 
with tlio vvelI"UnderstooLl wiabus of tho 
people, wbich vvinbos bo will tukc .-speedy 
constitutional means to ai^ceriuiti, wu 
say, we feel well <issured that the colo^ 
nists have only to be convinced of tiii-* 
in order to be ihemselvcs again in order 
to have their droopinj^, crushed spirits 
revived , and in order that tlicy may ex- 
tend to hia Excellency a liberal support 
and a most hearty co-operation in uur> 
rying out a policy oaloulaled to restore 
confidence and re-establish general 
prosperity.

it was surrounded. It was but the other 

week that a cironmstantial account was 
given in iho local press of tho stirring 
events conuocted with tho iissassination 
of President Lincoln, tho almost mira.i 
colons esoapo of Mr. Seward from a 
similar fate, and the important part he 
played in tho all'airs of his country 
during the most critical period of iis 
history. It will, therefore^ bo quite 
unnecessary for us to roproduje those 
harrowing details now, details which 
would diaw "the iron tears from 
Pluco's eheclc." Suffice it is lo remark 
that if Mr. SowiU'd shared largely tho 
roi-ponsibililies of tho administration 
during Lincoln's life time, how much 
more after bis death. Most persons 
accjuainied with the men and tho limes 
will bo disposed to accord to Mr. Sow- 
ard, more than to Air. Johnson, that 
credit duo to tho tact and aljiliiy with 
which tho administi ation was conduetod 
subsequently to the enactment of that 
terrible tragedy which so suddenly de- 
prived the great Jiopublic of its most 
alia President. Air. Seivard is one of 
lliose men who can ''read ilieir history 
in a naiion's eyo.'» When asked what 
ho mi.\.od his colors with, tho boy in tin 
mines bred" quickly replied. ''With 
brains. Sir." The sabject of the prosent 
remarks is ornphaticully a self-made man 
and if a.'.kr'd how ho got up to tho 
topmost round i>f the bidder of states- 
ninn.-hip and political fame, might not 
uufiitingly reply in tho words "of the 
Cornish painter, " With brains, Sir." 
But there is another element which 
justifies the notice wo are taking 
ol Mr. Seward, without, wo trust laying 
oursidves opon to tho charge of msu- 
wor.diip. lie stands as it wuro with one 
foot planted Driulyon the oighteonlh 
ai'd the other upon the nineteenth cen- 
tury. In addressing the people ot 
Ala-ka,jilie other day, in a speech which, 
lor variety of subject, grai>p of thought., 
and bi'auly of expression, would do no 
discredit lo the fiisl statesman ot the 
old world iu his prime days, Mr Sc 
ward said : — "Within iho period of my 
own recollection. I have seen twenty 
new Slates added to tho eighteen 
aiiiuii befoio tliat limo coimiiiutod tho 
Aniericiiii Uoiu;i, and I now boo, bolides 
Alai-ka, loo tenitories in u, forward 
conditiim of preparation for entering into 
the same great polilioal family. 1 hive 
seen in my own time not only tho first 
electric telegraph, but oven tho first 
riiilroad and tbt( first etearnboa*, invent-< 
ed by man. And oven on this proseni 
voyage of miiio I have fallen in with the 
first steamboat, siill afloat, that, thirty- 
five years ago, lighted her fires on tb-i 
Pacific OoeuB." There is something 
which strikes one with a fooling of re - 
veroiilial awe in tho preseuco of a, man 
who thus siuiuis in the dim shades of a 
past age, lookini? down up ni us with 
all the aecuamlaied cx[)erionce of two 
centuries. Victoria does well to honor 
Sewaed.
